grain should mature to the five- 
leaf stage and application 
should be done before booting. 
The grain plant is usually at 
least eight inches tall by then.

Twenty- 
nine per cent of the quarters of 
the experimental cows were 
infected with mastitis at the 
start of the experiment. During 
the trial there were 36 new 
infections in the treated quar- 
ters, and 77 new infections in 
the untreated ones. This indica- 
ted a 53.2 per cent reduction of 
new infections because of the 
iodine treatment. 


Wesen and Schultz identified 


the infections by specific organ 
isms they found. The new 
infections in the untreated quar 
ters were 16 per cent staphylo 
coccus and 79 per cent strepto 
coccus — the two most common 
mastitis organisms. New Infec 
tions in the dipped quarters 
were 14 uper cent staphyloccus 
and 58 per cent streptococcus. 


Besides the reduction of new 


infections in the dipped quar 
ters, there were also 20 per cent 
fewer mastitis treatments on 
the dipped side. 


The procedure does not elimi- 


nate existing mastitis, but re- 
duces new infections. An overall 
reduction hi mastitis would be a 
gradual process using the teat- 
dipping method.

The silage is accelerated 
to this velocity within 14 feet of 
the point where it is fed into the 
tube.

developed a mathematical for- 
mula to determine capacities 
and power requirements for 
conveying silage over various 
distances and through different 
sized tubes. 


The idea of transporting ma- 


terials on a jet of air is well 
developed in many industrial 
areas, but has been used little 
in agriculture because of the 
large power requirement and 
lack of design information. The 
University of Wisconsin study 
shows that design of conveyor 
equipment can reduce power 
requirements.

"There's a time and a place for 


everything," the old saying goes.. .even if 
the time is moment* after pauage of a 
$1.85 billion budget and the place is the 
Wisconsin Senate.

A Police Training Academy 


During his brief but successful career in 


state government, 
Robert Warren, the 


former state senator who is now state 
attorney general, has shown a special 
interest in the needs of the law enforce- 
ment community of the state and the 
administration of justice. 


-Doubtless some of his determination in 


this, field relates to his earlier experiences 
as Brown County district attorney. What- 
ever the cause, we are pleased that he is 
joining with Gov. Knowles in providing 
effective testimony before the legislature 
on several pending proposals intended to 
increase the efficiency of the law enforce- 
ment establishment at a time when it is 
facing challenges and responsibilities as 
serious and numerous as at any other time 
in :the history of Wisconsin and the 
country. 


One of the pending bills would establish 


a state-operated academy for the training 
of law enforcement officers.

It is not a matter of state 
interference in local police jurisdictions, 
but of state assistance to them in the 
establishment of the training institution in 
the first instance, and in grants of financial 
aid to reimburse localities for the payroll 
time equivalent of sending their police to 
the academy, plus their maintenance ex- 
penses. Moreover, from the state's view- 
point, the timing of the proposal is 
fortuitous. The state would be eligible for 
federal aid that would cover an estimated 
60 per cent of the costs, including the 
amounts paid out for the reimbursement of 
localities.
